GM PAGES THE U.S. PENSION PARADE 


The date the picture above was taken in De- 
troit—May 23, 1950—was a historic one in 
labor-management relations. The United Auto- 
mobile Workers and General Motors Corpora- 
tion signed a five-year contract which set a new 
pattern for industrial pensions. Since the end of 
the 1949 steel strike, which established a $100-a- 
month standard, pensions have been the prime 
objective of U.S. unions. The GM contract not 
only met the $100 figure on retirement pay but 
bettered it by providing that payments may 
go up to $117.50 if Congress increases social se- 
curity benefits. GM also granted a modified 
union shop, plus a 4¢-an-hour yearly increase 
which was shrewdly saved for last-minute bait 


to get a five-year pact. In return the U.A.W.’s 
Walter Reuther, who estimated the “package” 
would cost GM $1 billion, agreed not to reopen 
the contract until 1955. The Reuther-hating 
Daily Worker fumed that this meant “no-strike, 
no-stoppage serfdom.” It meant. no such thing. 
What it did mean in all probability was a period 
of stability in the industry. 

In black-and-white contrast to the bitter- 
ness of the 100-day Chrysler strike (Lire, May 
15), GM negotiations went on with easy good 
humor, broken by a daily Kaffeeklatsch and 
enlivened by a union prankster who put gold- 
fish in the water cooler. Afterward Reuther ex- 
ulted, “General Motors decided to live with our 


union.” C.1.O. President Phil Murray called 
it “an amazing agreement.” It was the most 
important contract an industrial union had won 
since the C.I.0. first signed U.S. Steel in 1937. 
The whole problem of pensions, described on 
the following pages, would be affected by the 
GM pact: Some industrialists rubbed their eyes 
at GM’s boldness, which the New York Times 
compared to Henry Ford's guarantee of a $5 
wage in 1914, The move was a coolly calculated 
capitalist bet. CM Chairman Alfred P. Sloan 
Je. has said that 11 million U.S. cars must be 
replaced in the next few years. GM, whose 1949 
net profits were a record $656.4 million, was 
wagering $1 billion on sustained U.S. prosperity.

PENSIONS ARE HERE TO STAY AND THE QUESTION NOW IS: WHAT KIND? 


‘A few years ago when businessmen talked pen- 
sions, the question was: Should our employes 
have pensions at all? But when the bankers and 
industrial leaders shown above met in Chicago 
recently, the question they asked was: What 
kind of pensions should our employes have? 

They had many kinds to choose from, few so 
generous as the new GM plan. But they had a 
basic objection to the GM type of pension. The 
worker did not put any of his own money to- 
wards it (except for social security). This group 
preferred the Sears, Roebuck retirement plan,

The steel pension works 
much like the plan adopted by GM. But the 
steel plan is not fully funded: that is, it will set 
aside enough money to cover completely the 
past as well as the future services of its workers. 
GM, like Ford and Chrysler before it, will with-

“THE NEXT THREE YEARS" 


A FIRM BET ON THE U.S. 


What will life in the U.S. be like five years from 
now? Will Harry Truman be in the middle of 
the third year of his third term? Or will Presi- 
dent Eisenhower or President Taft be lining up 
the delegates for re-election? Will the cold war 
have become a hot war, will it have become sta- 
bilized as a perpetual deep freeze, or will the Rus- 
sians have learned something of the art of ac- 
commodation? For that matter, will Joe Stalin 
be alive and, if not, what will his passing mean 
for Joe Doakes in Kalamazoo? Will the U.S. 
national income have reached the level required 
for a sound $300 billion economy, or will the 
country be floundering in the midst of a depres- 
sion or a runaway inflation? Will the farmers be 
planting their crops under strictly controlled 
Brannan Plan schedules, or will they be plant- 
ing them as they darn well please? 

Nobody can answer any of these questions 
with the least degree of assurance. All of which 
brings us to our point, which is the magnificent 
daring of the new General Motors-United Auto- 
mobile Workers contract. This contract is torun 
for five years without even a wage reopening 
(p. 21). What GM and the U.A.W. have done 
is to place a firm long-term bet on the U.S., its 
traditions, its institutions, its faith. GM has 
allowed for an annual automatic 4¢ hourly wage 
boost and is confident that the increase can be 
paid for out of a constantly improving man- 
hour efficiency. ‘The contract as a whole is an 
enlightened one, providing as it does for pen- 
sions, for a modified union shop and for a gen- 
eral wage scale hitched to the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics cost-of-living index. We hail GM and 
the union for their moderation, which is in line 
with the growing spirit of enlightened conserva- 
tism that we have been talking about in recent 
editorials. We hail the corporation and the un- 
ion for their economic good sense. But above 
all we hail the contract because of its solid, 
tangible evidence of faith in America. Faith has 
been defined as the “evidence of things not 


seen,” and nobody has seen the U.S. of 1955. 
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TO WIN THROUGH, THE WEST MUST KEEP AWAKE AND IN MOTION 


“Tf we can get through the next three years” 
has become a sort of off-stage refrain to the 
greatest drama in the world—the unfolding 
of American foreign policy. “The next three 
years” bobs up often in Washington conver- 
sation; it has breathed a compelling urgency 
into the once leisurely deliberations of the 
State Department. 

Has this sense of deadline any base in re- 
ality? Or is it just a wistful escape from the 
appalling prospect that the cold war will go 
on and on and on’ 

Ina way that needs to be carefully defined, 
“the next three years” has a real meaning 
in the 1950 picture of international affairs. 
‘The phrase makes no sense if it suggests that 
in the summer of 1953 the U.S. will be able 
to relax, free from any 
or Communism will cut the ropes that hold 
the hammock. Assuming the best that can 
happen in this riskiest of worlds, chances 
are that the cold war will still be very much 
around in 1953. 

What, then, do serious men mean when 
they say “if we can get through the next three 
years... .”? 

Some of them may have in mind new wea| 
ons that will emerge from the brains of U.S. 
ntists. But others, with no knowledge of 
weapons in secret prospect, are thinking of 
matters in plain public view. Plainest and 
most important fact during the last five years 
is that the Russians have been afraid to go 
to war against the free world. They have been 
afraid because the free world’s strength was 
so much greater than theirs; the Russians 
could not hope to win unless their victims 
were asleep. Communist aggression right 
after the war was made possible by the fact 
that the West was drugged by its own illu- 
sions. Year by year, from 1945 to 1950, the 
illusions have worn off, and the free world 
has become more and more able to use its 
enormous power of self-defense. 

This process of awakening is not guaran- 
teed to continue. The West can lapse back 
into the pillow, or the Communists can de- 
cide that it would be better to jump now on 
the theory that there will never be a better 
chance. The second possibility must not be 
ignored—especially by those responsible for 
specific defenses against surprise. It is more 
to the point, however, that on the non-Com- 
munist side of the fence the people and their 
leaders concentrate against the first possibil- 
ity: that the free world will go back to sleep. 

A month ago it looked as if just that might 
be happening. The U.S. and its allies had 
made no move indicating recovery from the 
numbing effect of two great Communist ad- 
vances: the fall of China and the Russian 
acquisition of the atomic bomb. The great 
initial success of the Marshall Plan had been 
achieved, and no new advances along that 
line were in the cards. When the foreign min- 
isters of the U.S., Britain and France met 
in London last month there was a general 
feeling of stagnation and disunion. The N.Y. 
Times’s Anne O’Hare McCormick, noting the 
complacency of London, reported, “Appar- 
ently the alarm clocks in the three capitals 
are set for different hours.” Washington’s 


clock was ahead of London’s, but even so 
Secretary Acheson did not seem to have any- 
thing very specific on his mind when he left 
for London. It was Paris’ Robert Schuman 
who provided the eye opener. His proposal 
ras to'tnmaye'the Freaahvaid:Ceraan cal 
and steel industries. 

No doubt the Schuman plan will have a 
Jot of holes shot in it before it becomes a real- 
ity. (The French steel trust and the French 
Communists already have opened a ragged 
but spirited fire.) But the way to judge the 
Schuman plan is to try to imagine any re- 
sponsible French official daring to bring out 
such a proposal in 1946, or 1926 for that mat- 
ter. Here is unexpected fruit of Paul Hoff- 
man’s long, eloquent struggle for European 
integration. Here is proof that the West does 
mat aiahd Garalyzed anilisiazvalesd waiting 
for its doom. 

Walter Lippmann, who is very hard to 
please these days, said of the Schuman plan, 
“This is the boldest, the wisest, the most 
far-reaching and constructive act of states- 
manship since the end of the war.” Walter 
hasn’t talked like that since Grover Cleve- 
land’s first administration. Without going 
all the way with Lippmann, the Western 
world was justified in taking heart from what 
happened at London. 

After the Schuman proposal came other 
progress: the scheme to set up a permanent 
council of the Atlantic Pact states to coordi- 
nate the Western cold war effort, agreement 
to give more power to the West German gov- 
ernment, announcement that the U.S. and 
France had formulated a common goal on 
Indo-China, announcement of agreement 
on shipping arms to the Middle East. 

It is possible and even necessary to criti- 
cize all of the London deci ‘Too little 
and too late” is still the main danger, and the 
future may find all the West’s steps want- 
ing on this scale, Almost certainly the road 
ahead is not so bright as it looks to Harry 
Truman. The next six months could still 
bring further losses in Asia, canceling out the 
gains of the last four years in Europe. Never- 
theless the fact of overriding importance is 
that mid-1950 finds the West still awake and 
in motion. 

There is plenty of ground to be covered if 
the U.S. and its allies are to “get through the 
next three years.” Item: European defense 
has to get out of the planning stage arid be- 
come something that will check a Red at- 
tack. Item: France and Italy must wake up 
from their smug tolerance of their enormous 
Communist parties. Item: Germany must 
be made able to contribute to the common 
cause. Item: Europe must have more inte- 
gration along the lines of the Schuman plan. 
Item (quite an item): the U.S. must acquire 
a policy that will save Southeast Asia ont 
the clutch of Communism. 

Granted that the chances for that pro- 
gram look none too bright, they look a Jot 
brighter than they did four years—or four 
weeks—ago. The chance that we can con- 
tinue to move ahead is what serious men 
mean when they say, “If we can get through 
the next three years. ...”

IS A SHARP BUSINESSMAN WITH A MOTTO: “NOBODY GIVES YOU NOTHING”

ucar Ray Rosinson, the 
S welterweight champion of 
the world, is a man who ap- 
pears constantly in tune with a 
remote and ghostly juke box. Pos- 
sessed of inexhaustible energy, he 
is amazed by the fact that other 
humans enjoy sitting in chairs. 
Sugar Ray can use them only in 
pairs; he sits in one, gets up, sits 
in the next, gets up, fidgets, jig- 
gles, prowls. If he hears a strain 
of ragtime from a radio or a pass- 
ing sound truck of a nearby night- 
club band, he is as likely as not to 
begin dancing. 

But on the day of a fight a great 
calm descends upon Sugar Ray 
Robinson. From the moment he 
awakens he preserves this trance- 
like calm. Instead of eating the 
fighter’s thick steak in midafter- 
noon, he toys with a poached egg. 
He lies down and sleeps as quietly 
as a child for two or three hours. 
He refuses to think, or speak of the 
combat to come. 

Even in his dressing room, with 
the roar of the crowd coming in 
through the walls, Sugar Ray is 
quiet. He strips with the air of a 
man about to do nothing more 
violent than go swimming. When 
Manager George Gainford tapes 
his hands, he chats about dames, 
jazz or golf. But when the buzzer 
sounds, everything changes. His 
manager begins to chant, “Let's 
go, let’sgo, let’s go.”” Robinson, his 
eyes expressionless and his shoul- 
ders moving beneath a blue robe, 
starts to mutter a counterpoint 
of “okay, okay, okay” and goes 
into a jiggling, shuffling dance. 

He goes through the dressing-room door that w 
aisle between shouting fight fans that way and he g and shuf- 
fling as he stands under the floodlights in the ring. "I just can’t stop mov- 
ing,” he says. “When I got to stand still while they play the Star Spangled 
Banner it does something to me.” 

Just as soon as he can get into motion again, Robinson starts doing 
things to his opponent. When he fought Cuba’s Kid Gavilan last July he 
got in one second-round blow that could be heard up in the last row of 
Philadelphia’s huge Municipal Stadium. When Gavilan, who should have 
fallen, stayed up, Sugar Ray stopped slugging and changed his strategy. 
For the next 13 rounds he pivoted, pirouetted, parried, set traps and 
sprung them. His masterful boxing exhibition left a ringside corps of ex- 
perts sitting openmouthed, trying to think of something to say. Finally 
somebody said it: “When Robinson fights, every prizefighter in the U.S.

should pay his way in to get a box- 
ing lesson.” 

How well Sugar Ray gives les- 
sons is a matter of record. At 29 
he has fought in 112 professional 
fights, won 74 of them by knock- 
outs, fought twice to a draw and 
been defeated only once, It is a 
record unmatched by any cham- 
pion in ring history. The lone de- 
feat simply keeps it from sound- 
ing too much like something out 
of fiction. The man that licked 
him was Middleweight Jake La- 
Motta, who outweighed him by 
12 pounds. Robinson came back 
to beat him three times after that. 

Some critics say his infighting 
is below par. But nobody can fault 
him in any other department. He 
has a darting left hand, a crushing 
right, His flurries of punches are 
deliberate and deadly. He knows 
all the ring tricks, has stamina and 
the ability to come from behind. 
Watching him in motion is lil 
seeing the ballet. He does ever 
thing with rhythm, The sight of 
him in training camp doing ji 
terbug and “ral Eek steps W 
rope-skipping before a mirror 
something that never fails to fas- 
cinate sportswriters. 

Usually, as Sugar Ray works 
out, one of his trainers whistles a 
fox trot, but once he imported a 
five-piece band to put on a real 
show. “Td like it if they had mu- 
sic while the fight was going on,” 
he says. Tricks of coordination 
that baffle ordinary humans are 
no tricks at all for Sugar Ray. He 
runs easily through the old parlor 
routine of revolving one hand one 
way on the head and the other hand the opposite way on his stomach. 
Taller than most welters, a half inch under six feet, he is at his best in 
the center of the ring where his long reach, rhythm and maneuverabil- 
ity can be best exploited. He is regarded by many as the greatest all- 
round fighter since George Dixon and Joe Gans were in their primes 
around the turn of the century. 

Robinson moves with more artistry, for example, than the great Benny 
Leonard. A wily boxer, Benny’s specialty was rocking into range, letting 
go a salvo and rocking back again. Sugar Ray has an unlimited reper- 
toire of moves. His firepower is anisalatly effective when he gets off a 
series of punches with rhythmic, rat-tat-tat speed (i.e, a combination 
of left jab, right cross and left hook, or six or eight body blows climaxed 
by a left hook to the jaw).

in Cleveland one night, Bell explained it this way: “He come at me 
with two punches, a left and a right. I didn’t know which hit me 
first. The punches didn’t hurt me, but when I started to move, my 
legs wouldn’t go with me and I fell over on my head.” Like every 
great prizefighter, Ray Robinson has a valuable and unlimited fund 
of natural cruelty. He is a great finisher when he has his man going. 
One of his opponents, Jimmy Doyle, died of brain injuries after 
Robinson knocked him out three years ago. 

The great paradox of Robinson’s career is that he has fought in 
a lush boxing era but has never been a big-money fighter, He has 
drawn only two $100,000 gates—both within the 1s jast year. Fighters 
who should not be mentioned in the same breath with him—Rocky 
Graziano, for one—have topped that figure time after time. Rocky 
is a crowd-pleasing club fighter; Sugar Ray is a class fighter. It is the 
price he has had to pay for being too coldly competent, But another, 
bigger reason for Sugar Ray’s poor box office is the other Sugar Ray, 
the one who operates outside the ring. 

Ray Robinson, who requires an expression of his ego wherever he 
goes, is one of the few human beings in existence who manage to 
swagger sitting down. As a spectator at another fight he seldom 
volunteers, along with other ring celebrities, to take a prefight bow. 
Sugar Ray must be paged over the loudspeaker. Then after an ap- 
propriate pause he saunters down the aisle slowly and gracefully, 
radiating arrogance and poise in a $200 tailor-made suit. 

Until recently he cruised Harlem’s streets in a flashy Chrysler 
Town & Country with his name prominently displayed on its sides. 
Now he rides in a 1950 Cadillac convertible, painted pink after 
the color of his favorite necktie. In a half block of real estate he 
owns in Harlem’s Seventh Avenue at 124th Street, lights blaze out 
the name of Sugar Ray’s Cafe, Sugar Ray’s Quality Cleaning, The 
Golden Glover Barber Shop and Ray Robinson Enterprises. 

Sugar Ray is a crafty businessman, worth more than $250,000 in 
real estate and blue-chip securities. Ever since he borrowed $10,000 
from Boxing Czar Mike Jacobs seven years ago and bought his own 
contract from his first manager, Sugar Ray has been his own boss. 
He okays all fights arranged by Gainford, his titular manager. Nat- 
urally the boxing fraternity views such conduct with suspicion.

he says. “You got to get what you can get while you're able. 

The loudest and most legitimate complaint against Sugar Ray 
is directed at his habit of running out on fights, something he 
does more than any prizefighter who ever lived. He has given pro- 
moters ulcers from Houston to Honolulu, appearing if his whim 
and physical condition suit after having made the usual “gentle- 
man’s” agreement. His alibis range from influenza to myositis of 
the right shoulder. Sometimes he runs afoul of governing boards. 


He has been called before the Illinois Boxing Commission for con- 
tract-jumping and temporarily suspended for a similar offense in 
New York. 


thing seems to ruffle Sugar Ray’s savoir-faire, not even his 
poor relations with the press. When he chooses to be interviewed 
he turns on the charm. Humble and polite, he addresses sport 
writers as “mister” if that seems the appropriate thing to do. To 
drive home a point, Sugar Ray sometimes has lapses in dialog, 
using such cotton-field phrases as “that is the mostest. ,. .” But 
then again he is just as liable to be “unavailable” when the press 
calls, or forget to keep a date for an interview. 


A new name and “arithmetic 


ucar Ray Rost 's real name is Walker Smith, He was born

suddenly jumped up and fled, leaving him the dice and the money. 
When he looked around he saw a pair of dark trousers and then the 
frowni ce of Reverend Cullen, Smitty had no choice but to go 
with the ‘preacher, especially since the latter had him by the ear. He 
was led into the basement of the church, and the sermon he got 
was worse than a whipping. Then Reverend Cullen turned him over 
to a big man in a turtle- neck sweater in the Salem Crescent gyn 
GeorgeGainford, whom Robinson even today calls “TheBig One, 
took him in hand, and the ring education of Sugar Ray Robinson 
began. Because he was “right- hand crazy,” Gainford tied the kid 
right hand to his chest and put him in the ring with the war

would test his boys in amateur fights. Tt was in Kingston, N.Y. that 
young Smitty fought his first fight and got his name. Gainford had 
thought so little of Smitty fighting prowess that he hadn't both- 
ered to get him an amateur’s card, but he fished into his pocket and 
produced one belonging to a kid named Ray Robinson. Fighting

under a phony name, Smitty licked his opponent and since his next 
eight bouts were all in Kingston he kept on being Ray Robinson. A 
year or so later, when a sportswriter said to Gainford after a bout, 
That's a sweet fighter you got,” Gainford answered, “Yeah, sweet 
as sugar,” and Robinson got his nickname. 

‘As a spidery 118-pounder, Sugar Ray had a flippant disregard 
for the ability of any kid his size to hurt him. The night he fought 
Johnny Dellasandro, amateur featherweight champion, Gainford 
was more jittery than his fighter. “When the bell rings you start 
running,” he told Robinson, After the second round Robinson spat 
out his mouthpiece and said, “I don’t have to run from this kid,” 
and Gainford replied, “All right, fight him a little.” He beat Della- 
sandro, After fighting 85 times as an amateur and never losing, he 
turned pro as a lightweight in 1940, 


An idol’s downfall and boy’s revenge 


TS pro debut at Madison Square Garden wasn’t much different 
H from the amateur fights. Instead of getting a watch, which he 
would have immediately sold for $40, he would get $150 cash. The 
roar of the crowd was the same and the opposition no tougher. He 
finished off a pretty good boy named Joe Echeverria in two rounds 
and then scurried to his dressing room to get into his clothes. He 
wanted to see his idol, Henry Armstrong, defend his welterweight 
title against Fritzie Zivic in the main event. 

What he saw brought tears to his eyes as the referee raised Zivic’s 
arm as the new welterweight champ. Armstrong was slumped in his 
corner, his face a bloody pulp after the worst pounding of his career. 
This sight was an important part of Robinson's education. He there- 
upon determined never to take a beating like that. He also decided 
to fight Zivic some day. 

First came a string of “build-up” fights. But Robinson was on his 
way. Between fights he hung out around Harlem’s Theresa Hotel. 
He had money in his pocket now and flashy, long-coated zoot suits 
on his back. He was a big man among the jive cats who sauntered 
past the Apollo Theater on 125th Street, ogling and yoo-hooing at 
broads. In the Uptown Gym, where he trained, his left was flicking 
sharper. He was getting stronger and faster and learning how to 
adjust himself to opponents’ styles. He fought tough Sammy Angott, 
a bobber and weaver, in Philadelphia and beat him by punching up 
under his defense. One year after he watched Zivic cut Armstrong 
to ribbons, Sugar Ray got his chance at Zivic. 

By that time Zivic had lost the welterweight title but none of his 
reputation for toughness and smartness. The ‘gloom was thick in 
Sugar Ray's dressing room, where his handlers dropped hints about 
“just staying the limit.” When the fight began, Sugar Ray behaved 
like a burglar casing a bank job. He probed for a weakness in Zivic’s 
defense and found none. Every time Robinson tried to punch, he got 
stung with counterpunches. In the second round Zivic opened a 
gash over his right eye, and a great light dawned. 

“The way to beat this guy,” Sugar Ray decided suddenly, “is to 
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SUGAR’S CRUSHING LEFT HOOK mushes Kid Gavilan’s jaw and makes 
like aman with a rubber face. The blow, climax of one of Robinson's

play Zivie’s game.” He began sucking Zivic into counterpunching 
against feints. Then he counterpunched the great counterpuncher 
dizzy and won the decision. The device was so cleverly executed that 
Zivic never guessed what he was doing. Three months later, using 
exactly the same technique, he knocked Fritzie out, Said Sugar Ray 
the next day, “I learned more in two fights with Zivic than in all my 
other fights combined.” 


A new weapon and some bad habits 


HE blow that finished off Zivic was an unorthodox right-hand 
lead. It was another new weapon in an arsenal that was becom- 
ing amazingly versatile and devastating. Robinson looked forward 
eagerly to new victims. Only once did he refuse—when a match 
was being made for him to fight Henry Armstrong in 1943. “I won't 
fight no Henry Armstrong,” he announced flatly. Then he learned 
his old idol, washed up and flat broke, wanted the fight because he 
needed money. He fought Hammering Henry and carried the noble 
old gladiator for 10 rounds, propping him up when he got groggy 
and never trying for the kill 
‘There were a few sof ugar, but mostly he was concerned 
about one thing—“What’s in it for me?” He made no real effort to 
adjust himself to Army discipline after his induction in 1943, and 
he became downright unmanageable after an MP threw him and 
Sergeant Joe Louis out of a “white” waiting room in an Alabama 
railroad station. After serving 15 months, some of it in the guard- 
house, he was honorably discharged as a sergeant. 

Robinson’s rebellion never completely cooled. Back in Harlem’s 
free-and-easy stream, he behaved like a man shooting a rapids in 
a leaky canoe. He stayed up late, dancing at spots like the Cotton 
Club—where he met his wife, Edna Mae Holly, who was in the cho- 
tus line. A cardholder in Local 802 of the American Federation of 
Musicians, he drummed quite expertly when Lionel Hampton and 
other bandleader friends invited him to sit in at the traps. 
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His food habits were atrocious—ice cream, pie and greens— 
except when he was in training and had to eat “cauliflower and 
those things that nobody would ever eat.” Between fights he sel- 
dom got to bed before 4 a.m, and seldom got up before 2 o'clock in 
the afternoon. He got an ulcer but knocked out 19 of his first 29 
opponents, mostly on the road. 

He maintained a surface gaiety, but the thing that drove him 
was tremendous pride and vanity. The one deep attachment he had 
was his mother, for whom he bought a 12-room house in New York’s 
West Bronx section. Down inside burned a distrust of mankind, 
black and white, He sold an apartment building he owned in Cleve- 
land because he wasn’t there to watch it. He formed Ray Robinson 
Enterprises in Harlem, where he could keep his eye on things. With 
Sugar as the watchdog, Enterprises prospered. 


Near-disaster and a headful of cobwebs 


\ the ring he was eraftier than ever, but no one could say that 

he was a dirty or dishonest fighter. It was a matter of pride with 
him. Once, when it looked as though he had landed some low blows 
against Georgie Abrams, a middleweight, Sugar Ray explained, “He 
has a very hard style, that boy. Most fighters don’t know how to 
move their heads, But he knows how to maneuver his head. Makes 
you start a punch and missit, Butnomatter how smart they are, they 
can’t cover the body. That's why I was punching to the stomach.” 

His most exciting fights were in the heavier middleweight divi- 
sion, Sometimes these husky middleweights had him on the brink 
of disaster. He was never closer to it than the night Artie Levine 
belted him in the chops in Cleveland. 

It came in the fifth round and Robinson pitched forward on the 
floor, glassy-eyed and oblivious. The first thing he remembered was 
the count of “seven.” Sick and reeling, he staggered upright at nine 
and stalled instinctively for time. He did it craftily, like a man with 
all his senses instead of a headful of cobwebs, wasting a full six sec- 
onds as the referee wiped off his gloves. He touched gloves with 
Levine, an outdated but useful device; that wasted seven more 
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dress wear. And — in shades that won't in Conada

seconds. In all, 22 seconds elapsed before he began to fight again. 
He survived that round. 

He was in trouble again in the ninth and it looked bad for Sugar 
Ray. He sprawled helplessly in his corner with Gainford busily 
applying Vaseline and adrenaline chloride to his wounds. ““How'm 
I doing?” he mumbled woozily. Said Gainford, “You're getting 
licked.” What clicked inside Robinson’s subconscious with those 
words is a matter for a psychologist. He came out stiff-legged and 
bleary-eyed but never stopped punching until big Artie was lying 
prone on the floor—a knockout victim with only 19 seconds left in 
the fight. Next day Sugar Ray could remember nothing of either 
the conversation or the knockout. 

Tt was soon after that, a few days before Christmas 1946, that 
Ray Robinson finally won the welterweight championship. The 
title had been vacated, and Sugar Ray was named one of the official 
contenders. He met and whipped the other contender, Tommy Bell, 
and that was that. After all the waiting, Sugar Ray wasn’t quite 
sure it was worth it. Like Joe Louis among the hea: ights, he 
couldn’t find any able-bodied challengers around worth fighting. 
In three long years, between sorties into middleweight country, 
Sugar Ray defended his title only four times and each time he had 
more and more trouble making the 147-pound weight. 


A champion’s brain and a dangerous foe 
I AST winter Sugar Ray admitted that he had passed his peak: "I 


don’t move as fast. I got to fight more with my brain.” He had 
grown to be a middleweight and kept taunting Middleweight Cham- 
pion Jake LaMotta, But Jake wanted no part of the man who had 
beaten him four out of five. Sugar Ray sent a letter to New York’s 
boxing commission asking that a challenger be named to fight him 
for his welterweight crown; he could still peel down to the weight 
if necessary. Neither of the two obvious contenders, however, was 
brave or foolhardy enough to accept. So Sugar Ray Robinson, 
the champion nobody wanted to fight, looked around for the next 
best thing and signed to meet France’s rugged Robert Villemain, 
a middleweight. 

Villemain will be the short-ender at about 3 to 1 when he steps 
into the ring against Robinson in Philadelphia June 5. But Sugar 
Ray is far from being overconfident. “Anybody can beat you that’s 
got two hands,” he says. The Frenchman has already licked Cham- 
pion LaMotta in a nontitle fight. As a mat t, Villemain 
is perhaps the only dangerous foe on Robinson’s horizon. This even 
includes the heavyweight division, for there are few hea ac- 
tive today who could hit Robinson with a handful of bird shot. 
Such a match would probably be like Barnum & Bailey’s strong 
man trying to swat a mosquito with a sledge hammer. Would 152- 
pound Sugar Ray be willing to fight a heavyweight? “Sure,” he 
says, “if they make it worth while—this is a business,”

An Oklahoma town gets rid of a surplus commodity and amuses the children 


When the spring hatching season comes to an end in 
Broken Arrow, Okla., there is no longer any need for 
fertile hens’ eggs. (Infertile eggs, which widowed hens 
will continue to lay all year in a dreamy and monot- 
onous fashion, are better for commercial reasons be- 
cause they do not spoil as fast). Consequently there 
is no longer any need for roosters. This little problem 
Broken Arrow solves with heartless zest. 

On May 13 the town held its 16th annual Rooster 
Day, “the biggest little celebration in northeastern 
Oklahoma.” All the unwanted birds in the surround- 
ing countryside were brought to town for sale. But 
since simple sale was not interesting enough, there 
were preliminaries—sack races, a parade, a ladies’ 


nail-driving contest. Then a number of roosters were 
selected for a special ceremony—dollar bills were fas- 
tened to their legs, and the birds were thrown (above) 
toa swarm of eager children who, cheered on by their 
elders, struggled in a welter of gore and feathers to 
get the money. The roosters usually died or were crip- 
pled, but someone always wound up with the dollar. 
Finally there was a big rooster race (next page), in 
which about 100 birds were prodded, pinched, and 
kicked down the main street by happy adults, That 
ended the fun—but the Fourth of July is coming, then 
Labor Day, Thanksgiving, Christmas and Easter, so 
that almost before the children of Broken Arrow real- 
ize it, it will be time for another happy Rooster Days

Poison Ivy 


WHAT TO DO AND WHAT NOT TO DO 
ABOUT THE U.S. SUMMER SCOURGE 


“The poisonous weed ... being touched causeth redness, itchinge, and 
lastly blysters, the which howsoever after a while they passe awaye of 
themselves without further harme; yet because for the time they are some- 
what painefull ... it hath gotten itselfe an ill name. . ..” 


With these words, written in 1609, Captain John Smith described for 
the first time that native American scourge—poison ivy. His descripti 
is still valid: three centuries of scientific progress have failed to eliminate 
either the plant or its effects on humans. This summer, as in summers 
past, four related forms of the poisonous weed (above and right) are grow- 
ing in lush profusion across the country. Now, in early June, the first of 
the year’s half-million ivy victims are scratching their intolerable itch. 

No one can assume that he is immune to poison ivy. For although hu- 
man beings are not naturally sensitive to the poison in the plant’s sap and 
do not develop a rash on their first contact with it, sensitivity is created 
by repeated contacts—in some cases one or two, in others a great many. 
It is impossible for anyone who lives where poison ivy grows to avoid such 
contacts. He may steer clear of the plant itself, but he cannot fully pro- 
tect himself from the many indirect ways by which traces of the poison 
may touch his skin (pp. 68, 69). A microscopic smear of the sap on shoes 
or clothing or tools retains its potency for months. Once the sap is dry, 
only a solvent like cleaning fluid can remove it readily. 

To date no effective preventive for poison ivy symptoms has been dis- 
covered. Some doctors have given patients small doses of pure ivy extract, 
hoping to build up resistance to the allergy. But results have been so ques- 
tionable that this method has been generally abandoned. As for treat- 
ments, more than 1,000 have been advocated—good evidence that no one 
of them is a cure. The best of these (p. 70) do no more than relieve the 
itch and dry the blisters. All in all, medicine has little to offer the poison 
ivy sufferer. His best recourse, as in the past, is to destroy the plant with 
chemicals, avoid contact with its sap and take what comfort he can from 
the fact that his ailment, as Captain Smith put it, is “of noe very ill nature.”

After five minutes sap has dried to skin and will 
not wash off. Soaping after eruption has appeared is irritating and harmful.

THE $800,000 CLOSE-UP 


At one point in Sunset Boulevard the old star’s butler, played by the 
once great director Erich von Stroheim, shows the lover scenes from her 
old pictures. In none of Miss Swanson’s famous films, however, could 
the producers of Sunset Boulevard find a close-up of her which, con- 
sidering changes in movie make-up and lighting, still looked glamorous 
on today’s screens. Finally they found one in a monumental Swanson 
failure called Queen Kelly, directed in 1928 by none other than Erich 
von Stroheim. An extravagant man with a camera, he had shot 20,000 
feet of film before someone noticed that the nature of the plot (a sad 
tale about an Irish girl who is seduced by a German cavalry officer and 
ends up in an East African brothel) would get the film banned in the 
USS.

abroad, but it didn’t earn back more than a few pennies on the $800,000 
of Gloria’s own money that went into it. The loss, however, turns out 
not to have been total. A close-up snipped from the old print appears 
in Sunset Boulevard; it stays on the screen for almost seven seconds.

MY PRIME MINISTER, MR. STANLEY BALDWDID

A KINGS STORY 


An ominous talk with the Prime Minister heralds the crisis to come. 


The King faces his fateful choice between marriage and the Throne

spect for my father’s memory limited to some extent my public 

activities at the outset of my reign, which began in January 
1936, Nevertheless I was quite a busy and mobile monarch. The small 
dim Chinese Room on the ground floor of Buckingham Palace, which 
served as my office, was seldom free of visitors having business with 
the King: the Chancellor of the Exchequer to discuss the new Civil List 
to be voted by Parliament for the upkeep of “the honor and dignity 
of the Crown”; perhaps Mr. Anthony Eden, my Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs, to advise me on developments in the perennial Euro- 
pean crisis; or the First Sea Lord of the Admiralty to brief me on the 
ever recurrent controversy with the Air Ministry over control of the 
Fleet Air Arm; or an Ambassador to the Court of St. James to explain 
some political development in his own country. 

Having watched my father for a quarter of a century, I was of 
course familiar in a general way with the routine duties of kingship. 
An enduring impression of the burden borne by my father was the 
picture of him “doing his boxes” —the ubiquitous, red leather-covered 
wooden dispatch boxes traditionally employed by the various Gov- 
ernment departments for the transmission of state papers and official 
documents. Even so, when my turn came to deal with these same boxes 
I was astonished, even appalled, to find how much of the King’s work 
was sheer drudgery: telegrams to the Foreign Office from heads of 
British diplomatic missions all over the world; the minutes of the 
Committee of Imperial Defence; appointments of bishops to dioceses, 
and of ministers of the Church to “crown livings”; the approval of 
submissions from the different ministers; the signing of grants of honor 
in the various orders of knighthood; the signing of commissions for 
the armed forces of the Crown; and every Thursday morning the secret 
minutes of the Cabinet, locked in a special box of which only the Pri- 
vate Secretary and myself possessed a key. 

It was said of my father that he read every 
state paper issued during his reign. We of 
the family, finding him poring over some ab- 
struse report on the Malayan rubber trade 
or the spread of trachoma among the natives 
of the Gold Coast, used to feel that he read 
more than he need have done. Conscientious 
in my own way, I tried to cope with the daily 
spate of paper by having the less important 
material screened out. The truth is that I 
had little appetite for long hours at my desk 
and was always happier when what I called 
my “field work” took me away from London 
and into the provinces that I knew so well. 

The spring hurried on into summer in a 
swift sequence of varied engagements: in- 
spections of troops, a trip to Southampton 
with my mother to speed the great ocean 
liner Queen Mary on her maiden voyage to 
New York, the customary garden parties at 
the Palace, then across the Channel at the 
end of July to unveil on the crest of bloody 
Vimy Ridge the noble memorial to the Cana- 
dian war dead. 


Ts six months’ full Court mourning which I ordered out of re- 


loaded revolver under the feet of my horse as I rode back to Bucking- 
ham Palace. The police pounced upon him with their usual alertness. 
It eventually transpired that the man had hoped by his spectacular 
action to rectify some fancied wrong done him by the Home Secretary. 
Pondering the illogic of human behavior, I wondered how he Could 
ever have confused the King, riding at the head of his Guards, with 
the celebrated legal pundit who I doubted had ever been on a horse 
in his life. 

Before the summer vacation I completed the appointments to my 
new household. Lord Wigram, who had been in my father’s service 
since 1910, retired from the post of Private Secretary. I replaced him 
with the next senior member of my father's secretariat, Major Alexan- 
der Hardinge. This appointment was in due time to produce certain 
momentous reverberations. A few of my old Prince of Wales staff 
remained with me, among them my Private Secretary, Sir Godfrey 
Thomas, a seasoned companion of my world travels and a trusted 
friend. Another man upon whom I had meanwhile come to lean was a 
brilliant barrister, Mr. Walter Monckton, K.C. He had been at Oxford 
with me and the association had been resumed some years before when 
he took the post of Attorney General of the Duchy of Cornwall. 

In August began my holiday. Adhering to my habit of spending part 
of the summer abroad I chartered a large yacht, the Nahlin. In the 
company of a few friends, Wallis Simpson among them, I cruised down 
the Adriatic coast among the Greek islands into the Aegean Sea and 
then on through the Dardanelles to Istanbul. When I remember that 
pleasant, leisurely excursion I am saddened to think of all the trouble 
that has since come to the countries that I saw that year. The name 
of Tito was unknown; Prince Paul was the Regent of Yugoslavia. King 
George II, only recently returned to his country from a long exile in 
Brown’s Hotel in London, reigned in Greece. The powerful Kamil Ata- 
tiirk was dictator of the modern Turkey he 
had created. The locomotive-driving King 
Boris occupied the throne of Bulgaria. An ad- 
miral, Nicholas Horthy, ruled Hungary; and 
a former schoolteacher, the benevolent Dr. 
Wilhelm Miklas, presided over the Austrian 
republic from the Ballhaus Platz in Vienna. 


IHE American press had by this time 

begun to comment on Wallis’ presence 
among my party and was following my yacht- 
ing holiday with more attention than I con- 
sidered necessary. 

I was back in Great Britain on Sept. 14. 
That night I dined at Buckingham Palace 
with my mother. It pleased her that I had 
arranged to spend the last two weeks of Sep- 
tember at Balmoral, the Sovereign’s estate 
in the Highlands of Scotland. To my mother 
the habits of the family meant almost as 
much as our constitutional obligations, and 
now that I was head of the family she hoped 
that I would follow more closely the ways 
of my father. 

When in mid-September I arrived at the

For many decades the guest 
book at Balmoral had annually recorded 
the descent of a su ion of Cabinet min- 
isters, bishops, ambassadors, admirals, gen- 
erals and so forth to enjoy the Sovereign’s 
hospitality. But because I was still on vaca- 
tion and as there would be plenty of oppor- 
tunity for me to see these dignitaries in Lon- 
don I decided to confine my first party there 
to a number of friends to whose hospitality 
I was indebted over the years. I was eager 
that my friends should see it and qin with 
me its famous sport. Naturally Wallis was 
included in the house party, and her arrival 
with two American friends, Mr. and Mrs. 
Herman Rogers, a few days later was, in 
cordance with my instructions, duly record- 
ed in the Court Circular. 


HE two weeks’ stay at Balmoral passed 
pleasantly enough. At the foot of the 
stairs stands a lif white marble statue 
of the Prince Consort in full Highland dress, 
complete with dog and gun. If the austere 

re of my Saxe-Coburg great-grandfa- 
ther seemed to register disapproval when- 
ever the tray of cocktails was carried into the 
drawing room before dinner, it must have 
noted with approval my familiarity with a 
truly authentic Scottish accomplishment of 
which there is no mention amongst Prince 
Albert's activities as recorded by Queen Vie- 
toria in her Leaves from the Journal of Our 
Life in the Highlands.

This was not f 
want of enterprise on the part of the editor 


who were well aware of what was being said 
by their American rivals. What had stayed 
their hands was Fleet Stre t's long-standing 
reticence whi of the Royal 
Family was with 
the divorce petition impending, it seeme 
too much to hope that this general self- 
restraint could be long ned in the 
face of the terrific pressure building up on 
the other side of the Atlantic. Something was 
bound to give before long, and believing in 
the direct approach I decided to try to enlist 
the aid and understanding of two powerful 
newspaper friends, Lord Beaverbrook and 
the Honorable Esmond Harmsworth. Max 
Beaverbrook controlled the Daily Express 
and the Evening Standard, the former hav- 
ing the largest daily circulation in the world. 
Esmond Harmsworth was the son of Lord 
Rothermere, who controlled the rival Daily 
Mail and Evening News. 

At my request Max Beaverbrook came to 
the Palace on Oct. 16. I told him frankly of 
my problem. I had no thought of asking him

news of the imminent divorce petition. My 
one desire was to protect Wallis, at least in 
my own country, from sensational publici- 
ty, Max heard me out. “I shall try and do 
what you ask,” he promised. 

Without delay he began a prodigious task, 
unique in the annals of Fleet Street, where 
the mere suggestion of censorship offends. 
With the cooperation of Esmond Harms- 
worth and several others he achieved the 
miracle I desired—a “gentlemen’s agree- 
ment” among newspaper editors to report 
the case without sensation. The British 
press kept its word and for that I shall al- 
ways be grateful. 


EANWHILE intervention from an 

unexpected quarter threatened to 
sweep away the cofferdams which I was des- 
perately trying to erect around Wallis. The 
next Sunday I was at Sandringham where I 
received a message from my Private Secre- 
tary, Major Alexander Hardinge, at Wind- 
soi that Me, Staniey. Baldwincwrished to'sea 
me at once on a matier both urgent and 
secret. I agreed to see the Prime Minister the 
following Tuesday at The Fort. 

Mr. Baldwin’s sudden intrusion perplexed 
me. If it were indeed his intent to proffer 
prime ministerial advice in the matter of my 
friendship with Wallis, I wondered how far 
he would go. Plainly a crisis of some kind was 
imminent in my personal affairs. 

Monday night I drove back to The Fort. 
The next morning, refreshed by a good 
night’s sleep, I was at the door to receive the 
Prime Minister when, punctually at 10 
o'clock, he crunched up the driveway in a 
tiny black motor car which didn’t seem half 
big enough for him. 

Friendly, casual and discursive, he might 
have been a neighbor who had called to dis- 
cuss a dispute over a boundary fence. He 
complimented me upon the beauty of the

grounds. We repaired to the octagonal draw- 
ing room and sat down in front of the fire, he 
in an armchair and I on a sofa. Yet he could 
not have been as calm and composed inside 
as he looked because he became restless and 
finally asked, almost apologetically, if he 
might have a whisky and soda. 

Somewhat startled by the request for a 

atink 20 early in the day, Trang the bell and 
told the butler to bring some whisky. When 
he had withdrawn, Mr. Baldwin picked up 
the decanter and glass, and, looking inquir- 
ingly at me, asked, “Sir, when?” 
‘As gravely as I could, I hoped even severe- 
y I answered, “No, thank you, Mr. Bald- 
win.

‘The Prime Minister seemed to give a slight 
start, then went ahead and fixed his own 
drink. When, however, he produced his pipe 
and tobacco pouch, I also produced mine. 
‘The familiar reciprocal action seemed to put 
him at his ease. 


“This most delicate matter” 


M* Batpwin’s side of this first conver- 
sation was extensively set forth in his 
famous statement on the Abdication to the 
House of Commons on Dec. 10. In general the 
substance of the conversation as I remember 
it was much as he described. His business did 
concern my friendship with Wallis, and in 
justifying his intervention in this most deli- 
cate matter he hastened to say that he had 
been moved to do so not alone in his prime 
ministerial capacity but also as a friend who 
was anxious to help. The rumors and criti- 
cism appearing in the American and Cana- 
dian press had given him great anxiety; if 
continued they might, he said, endanger the 
position of the monarchy. 

On this subject Mr. Baldwin and I talked 
for about an hour, with him doing most of 
the talking. Although he never came right 
out and asked me in so many words to d

it slowly dawned on me that his real object 
was to persuade me to prevail upon Wallis 
to withdraw her divorce petition. But I did 
not want to be drawn into a declaration of 
my intention at this stage. Finally the Prime 
Minister asked almost bluntly, “Must the 
case really go on?” 

"Mr. Baldwin,” I said, doing my best to 
hide my feelings, “of course the case must 
go on. I have no right to interfere with the 
affairs of an individual.” 

Mr. Baldwin seemed to be sounding the 
depths of my feelings, trying to decide 
whether this was just a fleeting attachment 
or the real thing. 

“It would be wrong,” I said steadily, “if 
Mrs. Simpson were to suffer just because s 
happens to be a friend of the King. 

The conversation came to an end without 
the Prime Minister's ever asking me whether 
it was my intention to marry Wallis if she 
became free. Taking his leave, Mr. Baldwin 
complimented me again upon the beauty of 
my garden and volunteered an excellent sug- 
gestion for replanting the herbaceous bor- 
der in the coming spring. 

My talk with my Prime Minister shook 
me. A friendship which so far had remained 
within the sheltered realm of my private 
solicitude was manifestly about to become 
an affair of state. At this juncture I decided 
to consult Walter Monckton, who had just 
come back from a business trip to India. A 
few days later I invited him to The Fort for 
lunch, Afterwards I took him for a walk in the 
grounds and gave him an account of my con- 
versation with Mr. Baldwin. As we strolled 
under the beautiful cedar trees, I stopped 
short and faced him. “Listen, Walter. One 
doesn’t know how things are going to turn 
out. I am beginning to wonder whether I real- 
ly am the kind of King they want. Am I nota 
bit too independent? As you know, my make- 
up is very different from that of my father. 
I believe they would prefer someone more 
like him. Well, there is my brother Bertie.”

Fu days later Wallis’ petition for divorce was 


heard at the Ipswich Assizes. The message that 
I was waiting for came shortly after lunch. It was a call 
from the lawyers to say that the Court had granted a 
decree 
Nisi is a Latin word meaning “unless.” Decree nisi 
under English law is the first of two stages in obtaining a 
divorce, the second be ng the decree absolute which at 
that time entailed a delay of six months. Wallis there- 
fore could not remarry before the end of April 1937. 
However, with my Coronation fixed for May 12, this 
seemed to allow ample time for me to work things out. 
But in this I was mistaken. 
hus while my personal affairs moved ever closer to 
decision, the royal minuet went on, its stately meas- 
ures undisturbed, as I prepared for the State Opening 
of Parliament on Noy. 3. By ancient custom each new 
parliamentary session is inaugurated by the reading 
in the House of Lords, normally by the Monarch him- 
self, of the “Most Gracious Speech” from the Throne, 
in which he reviews the state of the realm and outlines 
the legislative program which his Government pro- 
poses to enact in the forthcoming session. In pomp 
and pageantry the ceremony is second only to a Coro- 
nation. Proceeding in state from Buckingham Palace 
to Westminster the King sets out in the famous gold 
coach drawn by eight bay horses. The mounted House- 
hold Cayalry and the Yeomen of the Guard on foot 
provide a glittering escort down the Mall. The streets 
are lined with troops of the Brigade of Guards. And 
the scene inside the House of Lords that awaits the Sov- 
ereign is truly impressive: every bench occupied, the 
Lords Temporal in their scarlet and ermine robes, the 
Lords Spiritual in their episcopal gowns; the Diplo- 
matic Corps in brilliant uniforms; the peeresses in dé 
colleté, wearing bejeweled tiaras and parures; and as- 
sembled behind the Bar, the full House of Commons. 
It is, to say the least, an exacting audience—the bluest 
blood, the finest brains in the realm.

RILLIANT as the State Opening of Parliament 

undeniably is, the Sovereign is inclined to regard 
it as a cut and dried affair following a ritual that never 
varies. But for several reasons I approached my debut 
it s majestic ceremony with some apprehension. In 
the first place my performance would be compared 
with that of my father, who was always superb on these 
occasions. But beyond that I realized that many in my 
audience—the Ministers of the Crown who knew what

A certain melancholy surrounds this picture. I took it myself, It is the

dinarily warranted. I was therefore deter- 
mined to play my part well—as well as any- 
thing that I had over dane betoré. 

Pageantry needs sunshine. When I awoke 
at 8 o'clock on the morning of Noy. 3 it was 
pouring rain, By my reluctant order the 
State procession was canceled, and when I 
started from the Palace, it was in the less spec- 
tacular Daimler limousine ordered, ironi- 
cally enough, by the Master of the Horse. 

Well do I remember the hush inside the 
House of Lords as I mounted the steps to the 
throne. As I gazed upon the brilliant scene, 
my senses were suddenly assailed by an al- 
most suffocating odor of mothballs given off 
by the colorful robes removed from storage 
for this their annual airing. My nerves were 
taut; the smell was nauseating; and sitting 
there on the throne I could feel the pumping 
of my own heart. 

The Lord Chancellor presented the speech. 
Summoning all the resources of will and spir- 
it, I began to read. Momentarily I felt ex- 
actly as if I were approaching a big fence 
in a steeplechase, a little apprehensive per- 
haps but braced for the test. Slowly the 


tension went out of me; the sound of my own 
voice in my ears was strong and vigoro 
as I read on, there welled up inside me a feel- 
ing almost of defiance. My confidence grew. 
I had cleared the fence; I was safe on the 
other side. 

Reread today, the speech is one of monu- 
mental dullness. It was all very solemn and 
not a word of it was mine. Nevertheless the 
London Times reported next morning with 
satisfaction, “One more page in the history 
of Parliament had been written. A young 
King had made his first speech from the 
Throne. Not alone the fact that a 
Throne by itself, but his whole Royal de- 
meanour bade one feel that ‘in himself was 
all his state.” 

Eight days later I took the night train 
for Portland where I spent two blowy days 
with the Home Fleet, moored in the snug 
artificial anchorage.

I was able to put 
aside for a few hours the burning issue that 
was beginning to press for my decision. 


N the evening of Nov. 13 I was back at 
The Fort. The butler informed me as I 
entered the door that there was a letter from 


man, while they were staying at The Fort in the period just before the

Major Hardinge, who was anxious that I 
should open it without delay. On top of 


the usual pile of red dispatch boxes lay one 
tagged “Urgent and Confidential.” I was 
very tired. The visit with the Fleet had been 


a beating; the chill of the Portland gale 
still in my bones, and I had looked for- 
ward to a hot bath. But there was that box. 
It must be something of unusual impor- 
tance. So before immersing myself in the 
steaming water I opened the box and took 
out the letter from Alec Hardinge. An in- 
stant later I was confronted by the most 


rious crisis of my life. 
The letter was short and precise. It began: 
Sir, 


With my humble duty. 

As Your Majesty's Private Secretary I 
feel it my duty to bring to your notice the 
following facts... . 


Alec Hardinge went on to inform me cate- 
gorically that the Prime Minister and sen- 
ior members of the Government were meet- 
ing that day in London to discuss the Gov- 
ernment’s possible action in the light of 
“the serious situation which is developing” 
—i.e., a possible clash with the Government 
over my intentions towards Mrs. Simpson. 
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At this Garden Party held at Buckingham Palace debutantes are 
making their curtsy to the King, whose countenance suggests some 
inner disquiet.

The silence of the British press, he warned, was not going to be 
maintained—"It is probably only a matter of days before the out- 
burst begins.” And the resignation of the Government was, he 
stated, an eventuality which he insisted could hold no solution for 
me since, as he added, he had “reason to know” that I would find 
it impossible to form a new one. The letter ended with the follow- 
ing paragraph: 


If Your Majesty will permit me to say so, there is only one step 
which holds out any prospect of avoiding this dangerous situation, 
and that is for Mrs. Simpson to go abroad without further delay, 
and I would beg Your Majesty to give this proposal your earnest 
consideration before the position has become inevitable. Owing to 
the changing attitude of the Press the matter has become one of 
great urgency. 


I was stunned and angry—stunned by the suddenness of the 
blow, angry because of the way it was launched, with the heart- 
less suggestion that I send from my land, my realm, the woman I 
intended to marry. 

My first instinct was to seize the telephone. Then I thought bet- 
ter of it. I took the tub instead. The warm water relaxed me. After 
dinner I read the letter again. The longer I studied it the more puz- 
zled I was by the motives that could have prompted Alec Hardinge 
to write it. As to his right to address such a communication to his 
Sovereign there could of course be no question. If indeed a Cabinet 
crisis impended over any issue, it was the duty of the King’s Private 
Secretary to warn his master. But what hurt was the cold formality 
with which so personal a matter affecting my whole happiness had 
been broached. How else could I regard the letter but as an ultima- 
tum? There was the phrase “I have reason to know.” Who could 
have told Alec Hardinge all this but the Prime Minister? But what 
was Mr. Baldwin’s game? Was this move a trial balloon to test the 
strength of my attachment? If the real intention was to try to scare 
me into giving Wallis up by pointing at my head this big pistol of 
the Government's threatened resignation they had clearly mis- 
judged their man. I was obviously in love. They had struck at the 
very roots of my pride. Only the most faint-hearted would have 
remained unaroused by such a challenge. 

This was not the crisis of a Prince; it was the crisis of a King. My 
right to rule not an empire but my own life had been challenged. 
There was little sleep for me that night. I resolved to come to grips

HE same afternoon I tried to reach Lord Beaverbrook. Inquiry

Baldwin had a curious habit of im- 
parting emphasis to his discourses by snap- 
ping and cracking his fingers with a quick 
flip of the hand past his right ear. This dis- 
tracting mannerism had first forced itself 
upon my attention not quite a decade before 
when he and Mrs, Baldwin and [as a young 


Prince traveled westward across Canada in 
a private railway car. Then it had provided 
a fire cracker accompaniment for a mildly 
interesting stream of reminiscences on the 
lighter aspects of British life. Now, like an 
orchestral instrument carrying the theme, 
it accompanied a homily upon the duties 
of kings. 

I never underestimated the weight and 
authority of the group whose views the Prime 
Minister represented. His senior Ministers, 
themen closest to him, were deeply conserva- 
tive, not alone in their politics but equally 
in their way of life. Behind them, I suspected, 


was a shadowy, hovering presence—the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury. Curiously enough I 
did not once see him throughout the crisis. 
He stood aside until the fateful fabric had 
been woven and the crisis was over. Yet from 
beginning to end I had a disquieting feeling 
that he was invisibly and noiselessly about. 

Men do not all live by the same rules. As 
I strove to relate my own philosophy to that 
expounded by the Prime Minister, the idea 
Et that his entire discourse was pervaded 

y a paradox. What separated us was not a 
sinful wish on my part but rather the ques- 
tion of my right to marry as other men do. 
If his argument were to be carried to a logical 
conclusion, then the implicit suggestion, it 
seemed to me, was that I should take a mis- 
tress. A discreet flat nearby, a key to a garden 
door, decorous associations—the relation- 
ship might be privately deplored, but it had 
had notable royal precedents. 

‘Then, as dispassionately as I could, I told 
Baldwin that marriage had become an 
indispensable condition to my continued ex- 
istence, whether as King or as man. “I intend 
tomarry Mrs. Simpson as soon as sheis free to 
marry,” I said. If I could marry her as King, 
well and good; I would be happy and in con- 
sequence perhaps a better King. But if on 
the other hand the Government opposed the 
marriage, as the Prime Minister had given 
me reason to believe it would, then I was pre- 
pared to go. 

Mr. Baldwin heard me out, pulling deep- 
ly on his pipe, his massive head wreathed in 
acloud ee nae But at the mention of the 
possibility of my leaving the Throne he w: 
startled. The Prime Minister in his Parlii 
mentary account of this conversation quot- 
ed himself as replying, “Sir, that is most 
grievous news, and it is impossible for me 
to make any comment on it today.

Standing under 
the glass canopy, I watched him wriggle into 
the same undersized little black box in which 
he had made his first descent upon The Fort.

“This stupendous news” 


HEN came something far more difficult 
Tin dealing with the Prime Minister. 
That was to tell my mother. I wished her to 
hear from my own lips what had passed be- 
tween Mr. Baldwin and myself before any- 
body had padded off to her with a distorted 
version of this stupendous news. The day be- 
fore, when arranging for the audience with 
Mr. Baldwin, I had “proposed” myself to 
my mother for dinner in London that Mon- 
day evening. Punctually at 8:30 I appeared 
at "Marlborough House in white tie and tail 
coat. With maternal intuition she must have 
guessed that I had something serious to tell 
deed I rather suspected that she knew 
what it was, for when I entered her boudoir 
I found my sister Mary there as well. 

The dinner, for which I had little appetite, 
seemed endless. Afterward, when we were 
alone in the boudoir, I settled down in a chair 
and told them the whole story of my love for

Wallis and my determination to marry her. 
Neither my mother nor Mary reproved me; 
in fact they sympathized with me. But as I 
went on and they comprehended that even 
the possibility of abdication would not deter 
me from my course, I became conscious of 
their growing consternation that I could 
even contemplate stepping down from the 
Throne. My mother had been schooled to 
put duty in the stoic Victorian sense before 
everything else in life. To her the monarchy 
was something sacred and the Sovereign a 
personage apart. The word duty fell between 
us. But there could be no question of my 
shirking my duty. What separated us was 
not a question of duty but a different con- 
cept of kingship. I was of course eager to serve 
the British people in all the man 

pected of the King as the head of the State: I 
had already assumed with pride the mani- 
fold duties whereby the King identifies him- 
self with all the phases of national and im- 
perial life. But I would stand on my right to 
marry on my own terms. 

All the while I was waiting for the right 
moment to make a request which I did not 
believe would be refused. “Please, won't you 
let me bring Wallis Simpson to see you?” I 
asked. “If you were to meet her you would 
then understand what she means to me, and 
why I cannot give her up. I have waited a 
long time to find the person whom I wished 
to marry. For me the question now is not 
whether she is acceptable but whether I am 
worthy of her.” But they could not bring 
themselves to unbend even this much, not, 
I was sure, because they were wanting in 
sympathy but rather because the iron grip 
of convention would not release them. 

For all her self-control my mother was ob- 
viously distressed. Yet she made no effort to 
dissuade me from the action I contemplated. 
Perhaps it was because, knowing me so well, 
she felt the chances of my turning back were 
remote indeed. Then, too, I was also some- 
thing more than just her eldest son; I was the 
King. This may also have restrained her. As 
we parted my mother expressed the hope 
that I would make a wise decision for my 
future, adding that she feared my visit to 
South Wales would be trying in more ways 
than one. 

Over the next several days I took my three 
brothers into my confidence. Because we 
had always been a somewhat complicated

quartet, I preferred to see them separately, knowing that each 
would react in his own fashion.

into this trip an attempt on my part to show up the Government's 
shortcomings, but I was accompanied by two Ministers of the Cab- 
inet and it was all properly part of the King’s work. 


struggle was over. I had passed the climax. The public struggle 
remained and in many ways it would be more pitiless. It would 
have profound repercussions. But I had declared myself. 

Back at the Palace in the evening of the 19th, I immediately set 
about mobilizing such strength as was available to me. With Mr. 
Baldwin’s concurrence I consulted one of the younger members of 
the Cabinet, a friend and contemporary of mine. Sympathetic and 
understanding, he urged upon me a subtle suggestion. It was based 
upon the proposition that, since under English law Wallis would 
not be free to marry again until her divorce became absolute, the 
question of my marriage would therefore remain abstract for an- 
other five months, and the Government could not press me into a 
decision on a constitutional issue that did not exist. His advice was 
that I should be patient, that I should ignore the furor, go ahead 
with the Coronation, and in due time, after the people had become 
accustomed to me as King, raise in a calmer atmosphere the ques- 
tion of my right to marry whom I pleased. 

This was the counsel of a cultivated man of the world. But for me 
it was flawed by the fact that the Coronation is fundamentally a 
religious service. The King is anointed with holy oil: he takes the 

and as Defender of the Faith, he swears an oath to up- 
hold the doctrines of the Church of England, which of course does 
not recognize divorce. For me to have gone through the Corona- 
tion ceremony while harboring in my heart a secret intention to 
marry contrary to the Church’s tenets would have meant being 
crowned with a lie on my lips. This I could not do. 

About this time Mr. Esmond Harmsworth came forward with an 
original suggestion for resolving the constitutional difficulties. 
A friend of Wallis’ no less than of mine, he invited her to lunch with 
him at Claridge’s in London, ostensibly to discuss certain aspec' 
of the American newspaper publicity, which was continu 
unflagging volume and inventiveness. In the middle of lunc 
out warning, he asked Wallis whether she had ever thought of mar- 
rying the King morganatically. 
she asked. “What do you mean?” 
vorth had evidently made a thorough study of 
the subject, because he proceeded to answer Wallis’ question in de- 
tail. “A morganatic marriage,” he explained, “is a legal marriage 
between a male member of a royal or princely house and a woman 
not of equal birth. The wife is as much married as any other wife, 
but she does not take her husband’s rank, and their children,

although legitimate, are without rights of succession to the digni- 
ties of the father; their claims upon his estate are restricted to his 
personal property. This type of marriage was not unknown among 
royal houses on the continent of Europe but has never been recog- 
nized under Bri constitutional law. 

“Would you be willing,” Esmond Harmsworth continued, “*t 
marry the King under these conditions; that is, become his Stee 
natic as distinct from his queenly wife, taking the customary mar- 
riage vows but without tlie title and position of Queen?” 

‘Wallis replied that the matter was hardly one upon which she 
could with propriety comment. She went on to say, however, that 
she had reason to believe that the King wanted to marry her. “But,” 
she said, “how the King would marry me, if we are ever to marry, 
is a question for him to settle with the British people.” 

Later that same afternoon, Wallis told me of the conversation. 

“Well,” I asked after she finished, “what do you think of it?” 

“Tt sounds strange and almost inhuman. Have you had many 
such marriages in your family?” 

“The last one,” I answered, “was about ninety years ago.” 

Although I was well versed in my family history this seemed 
hardly the time for a recital of the complicated circumstances 
under which some of my ancestors had contracted marriages with 
commoners. So I shrugged my shoulders, and nothing more was 
said for a few days. 

My first reaction to the morganatic proposal was one of distaste. 
‘The term itself repelled me as one of the least graceful that could 
be applied to the relations between men and women. Yet deciding 
after further consideration that as a possible alternative it had its 
merits, I sent for Esmond Harmsworth. 

“With whom did thi: idea originate?” I asked him. 

“With my father, Sir,” he answered. 

Esmond Harmsworth then asked whether he might lay the plan 
before the Prime Minister as a possible way out of the 
passe. My earlier misgivings remained. Nevertheless it must be 
remembered that at this stage I was ready to welcome any reason- 
able suggestion that offered hope of allowing me to marry on the 
Throne without precipitating a political struggle. If the constitu- 
tional barriers standing in the way could be leveled by my forgoing 
for Wallis the claims to queenly prerogatives which normally ac- 
crued to the King’s wife, then a morganatic marriage might indeed 
pare to be a practical solution. So, though anything but sanguine, 

gave Esmond Harmsworth my blessing and he set off for No. 10 
Downing Street. 


“The prospects . . . were dubious” 
nN this juncture Walter Monckton, whom I had asked to look 


into the legal precedents, advised that even in the unlikely 
event of the Cabinet’s approving a morganatic marriag ial 
legislation would be required and the prospects of such a bill’s ever 
passing Parliament were dubious. 

A day or two later Esmond returned to the little Chinese Room 
to report on his conversation with Mr. Baldwin, whose reaction he 
described as surprised, interested and noncommittal. However, the 
Prime Minister promised to refer the plan to the Cabinet. 

“Was that all?” I asked. 

“That was all.” 

Meanwhile no friendly signal came from No. 10 Downing Street. 
Aday or so later, I think, [summoned the Prime Minister to another 
audience. I asked him at once what he thought of the Harmsworth 
proposal. Slowly, and with careful attention to his words, Mr. Bald- 
win replied that he had not yet considered it. 

I must have registered surprise, for after an uncomfortable pause 
Mr. Baldwin added that he had not meant to give the impression 
that the proposition had been ignored, but only that he was not 
yet ready to render a considered judgment. If, however, I desired 
a “horseback opinion,” he would have to tell me that Parliament 
would never pass the necessary legislation. 

“Are you sure that it wouldn’t, Mr. Baldwin?” I asked. 

“Sir, would you like me to examine the proposition formally?” 

“Yes, please do so,” I answered. 

The Prime Minister then reminded me that this meant submit- 
ting the morganatic proposal not only to the British Cabinet but 
toall the Dominion Cabinets as well. “Do you really wish that, Sir?” 
My answer was that I did. With that the Prime Minister hurried 
off. As the door closed behind him I realized that with that simple 
request I had gone a long way toward sealing my own fate. 

So far my exchanges with Mr. Baldwin had been entirely infor- 
mal. At the first meeting, sought by him, he had undertaken only 
to convey what might be called, for want of a happier phrase, a

“friendly warning” that a dangerous situation was in the making. 
‘There was no question of his proffering formal advice—counsel which 
the Sovereign is constitutionally obliged to accept. At the second 
meeting, in which I was prime mover, I had divulged my intention 
to marry but without seeking the formal advice of the G rment, 
Now my situation was further complicated for the reason that I 
also King of a great empire, the consent of whose Dominions to th 
unusual form of marriage would have to be separately obtained. 
Under the Statute of Westminster, passed only five years earlicr, 
the Dominions had become fully independent in their relations with 
the British Government. The crown survived as the sole legal con- 
necting link between the mother country and the young ove 
nations of the Commonwealth. The Prime Minister was theref 
without authority to raise the question of my marriage with th 
separate Dominions. That prerogative remained the King’s alon 
In theory the question should have been broached to each self- 
governing Dominion through the Governor General—the King’s 
personal representative in the Dominion. But I was loath to employ 
this channel. The matter was too personal, too delicate to be handled 
by the King himself. 

It was for this reason that I asked the Prime Minister to sound 
out the Dominions in my behalf. Many were to argue afterward 
that this was a tactical error, for the automatic result of my action 
was to deliver the imperial passkeys into Mr. Baldwin's hands. Yet 
I have never regretted the decision. I am sure it was the only one 
for me. 

The next day Lord Beaverbrook returned to Great Britain from 
New York. The Bremen landed him at Southampton in the fore- 
noon. He motored straight to The Fort, and I was at the door to 
greet him. 

“You have donea fine thing for me,” I told him, grasping his hand, 
“and I shall always remember it.”

NCHEON was ready, with special dishes prepared accord- 
ing to Max Beaverbrook’s diet.

By now I was aroused to the danger of being pushed into an irrev- 
ocable decision before the merits of my case had been given a fair 
hearing. Max Beaverbrook hurried off to London to rally support. 
Where before I had stood alone, I now had a powerful champion. 
While I was pondering what to do, Mr. Baldwin acted. 

Next morning, Friday Noy. 27, the Cabinet, in response to Mr. 
Baldwin's summons, assembled for a special meeting. Two hours 
later the Ministers emerged and dispersed with no explanation for 
the special meeting. However I had sources of information of my 
own; within a few hours I possessed a fairly comprehensive account 
Sreikiec baligope on asound thi green Talee'table where te ortaie 
Minister presides. In laying before his colleagues the vexatious mat- 
ter of which I was the center, Mr, Baldwin had adroitly 
the idea of a morganatic marriage as impracticable and undesi 
Instead he narrowed the choices to two: the Government must either 
accept the King’s wife as Queen, or, if that status were withheld and 
the King insisted nonetheless on marriage in the face of the Govern- 
ment’s opposition, abdication would be the only alternative. The 

Cabinet appears to have concurred with only one dissenting voice. 
Thave been given to understand that my old friend Mr. Duff Cooper, 
the Secretary of State for War, spoke up eloquently but in vain in 
favor of delay.

‘AX BEAVERBROOK in his turn learned something more about 
that secret meeting. A member of the Government close to 
Mr. Baldwin lunched with him directly afterward at Stornoway 
House. From his guest, Max learned that not only had the cables 
one out to the Governments of Canada, Australia, New Zealand, 
South Africa and the Irish Free State, but they had been framed in 
much the same terms as those in which Mr. Baldwin had presented 
to the Cabinet th e against the marriage. The Dominion Pre- 
rs were in effect asked: do you recommend the King’s marry- 
ing morganatically, or if the King must marry, do you recommend 
abdication?

It had not occurred to me to ask nor had Mr. Baldwin deemed it 
necessary to submit the draft. And, strange as it may seem, I never 
asked him to do so. But now that Max Beaverbrook had raised the 
point I perceived that, with Mr. Baldwin composing the cables, they 
were hardly likely to be compassionate pleas on behalf of the King’s 
right to marry on the Throne. 

“Tn any case,” Max Beaverbrook insisted, “I would advise you to 
stop them. I am a Canadian. I know the Dominions. Their answer 
will be a swift and emphatic no.” 

But although I conceded the practical wisdom of this counsel, it 
seemed to me that matters had already progressed much too far for 
me to wish to reverse the Government machinery. The die was cast: 
I was impatient for the answer from the Dominions. Besides, m 
mind was somewhat distracted that day by another anexpottal, 
even sinister development. 

During this period both Wallis and I had each received anony- 
mous letters. Having had some experience during my public career 
with this base and cowardly form of human aberration, I had long 
before decided that the proper place for such communications was 
the fire. But they were the first that Wallis had ever received and, 
not surprisingly, they distressed her. Meanwhile, having taken a 
house in Cumberland Terrace, she had been joined by her aunt, Mrs. 
D. Buchanan Merryman of Washington, D.C., her mother’s only 
sister. The house had already become a point of curiosity to passers- 
by and even shopping had become unpleasant for her. Then a rumor 
reached me of a plot to blow up the house. Althoug’y I dismissed it 
as ridiculous, I nonetheless urged her and Mrs. Merryman to join me 
at The Fort, where no one would bother them. y drove deen to 
Sunningdale with me that evening. Thus it came to pass that we 
were together when at last the pent-up fury of the storm broke. 


“The hour was desperately late” 


T this juncture the scene shifted momentarily to Stornoway 
House where Max Beaverbrook, eversince his return from Amer- 
ica, had worked feverishly to rally support for me in whatever quar- 
ters it might be found. The hour was desperately late and to many 
his rallying cry, issued through a battery of telephones, must have 
sounded like a call for volunteers to man a ship patently doomed. 
Mr. Baldwin was fully aware of what Max Beaverbrook was up to, 
and, hoping no doubt to check the forces beginning to collect around 
my cause, he dispatched Sir Samuel Hoare, then First Lord of the 
Admiralty, on Sunday the 29th to explain the attitude of the Gov- 
ernment vis-d-vis the King. 

The message which the First Lord bore was ominous indeed. It 
was that the Ministers stood with Mr. Baldwin. “. . . No breach 
exists; there is no light or leaning in the King’s direction.” Then the 
irst Lord fired his second salvo. “The publicity,’ Sam Hoare said, 
“js about to break.” Many Ministers, he went on to say, were rest- 
less and dissatisfied over the failure of the British press to publish 
the facts of a crisis already the talk of the rest of the world. He 
stressed Mr. Baldwin’s desire that the press, like the Cabinet, should 
form an unbroken front against the proposed marriage. It was an 
undisguised invitation for Max Beaverbrook to change sides. The 
answer was: “I have taken the King’s shilling, I am a King’s man.” 

When, however, the bombardment did start, it came from just 
about the last place we expected—from the usually unprovocative 
Diocesan Conference in Eradford. On the forenoon of Dec. 1 the 
Bishop of Bradford, the Right Reverend A. W. F. Blunt, was in- 
spired to address an audience of clergy and laity of his diocese on 
the subject of the approaching Coronation Service. Ordinarily this 
topic would have confined the speaker to a learned discussion of 
ecclesiastical lore. But for some obscure reason this prelate was 
moved at this tense moment to express regret that the King had 
not shown more positive evidence of his awareness of the need for 
divine guidance in the discharge of his high office. Until that mo- 
ment I had never heard of Dr. Blunt, and in the light of the con- 
sequences of his sudden action it is perhaps worthy of note that I 
was not to hear of him again until only a few months ago. Then I 
read that he had been attacked in the House of Lords as a leading 
personality in a strange or;anization called The Council of Clergy 
and Ministers for Common Ownership, which was said to be an in- 
strument for Communist infiltration into the Church. Such is the 
material of history. What the Bishop of Bradford said against me 
14 years ago may today appear to some innocuous. Nevertheless 
it was criticism of the King, and in that charged atmosphere it 
proved to be the spark that caused the explosion. 

My first intimation of trouble was a telephone call late in the 
afternoon from Max Beaverbrook. The press agency report on 
Bishop Blunt’s speech had just reached his desk. Max Beaverbrook

read out the offending sentences. He then went on to say that the 
provincial press, led by the Yorkshire Post, would in their morn- 
ing editions seize upon the Bishop’s criticism as a long awaited ex- 
cuse for breaking the news of my desire to marry and of my clash 
with the Government because of it. 

“What are the London newspapers going to do?” I asked Max 
Beaverbrook. 

“They will report Bishop Blunt’s speech.” 

“With editorial comment?” 

“No,” he answered, “that will be reserved until the results of 
tomorrow’s Cabinet meeting are available.” 

The immediate effect of the Bradford bombshell was to shatter 
my hopes of settling my problem one way or the other by private 
negotiation with my Ministers. I could no longer afford to wait 
passively. I therefore summoned Mr. Baldwin to Buckingham Pal- 
ace to ask what answer if any had come from the Dominions. He 
entered my room early in the evening and before he had uttered a 
word I knew from his demeanor that the answers were unfayor- 
able. The inquiries among the Dominions, Mr. Baldwin advised, 
were still incomplete, but it was already clear to him that the nec- 
essary legislation for a morganatic marriage would not be forth- 
coming. 

“What about the British Parliament?” I asked. 

“The answer would, I am sure, be the same.” 

“But Parliament has not been consulted,” I pe: 
has never been presented.” 

He answered, unruffled have caused inquiries to be set afoot 
in the usual manner. The response has been such as to convince my 
colleagues and myself that the people would not approve of Your 
Majesty's marriage with Mrs. Simpson.” 

Almost pedantically, he presented me with three choices: 

1. I could give up the ides of marriage; 

2. T could marry contrary to the advice of my Ministers; 

3. I could abdicate. 

The Prime Minister prayed that I would take the first course. 
The second course, he continued, watching me closely, was mani- 
festly impossible; for, if I married in the face of the advice of my 
Ministers I could not hope to remain on the Throne. Never taking 
his eyes off me, he went on to say that if I would not abandon the 
project there really was nothing left for me but to go. 

“So, Mr. Baldwin,” I said, “you really leave me with only one 
choice. 

With undeniable earnestness, he said, “Believe me, Sir, it is my 
sincere hope—and the hope of the Cabinet—that you will remain 
our King.” 

“Whether on the Throne or not, Mr. Baldwin,” I answered, “I 
shall marry, and however painful the prospect, I shall, if necessary, 
abdicate in order to do so.”

HOOK’S BOAT SOLVES A PROBLEM 


The hydrofoil principle has been 
attracting experimenters since 
the late 19th Century. Instead of 
floating, the hydrofoil boat, once 
it has picked up speed, rises out of 
the water and rides on submerged 
foils or fins. Its historic problem 
has been that the fins ride at a 
fixed depth in the water regard- 
less of the surface of the waves. As 
aresult the craft’s hull alternately 
HOOK INSPECTS ONE OF HIS SKIDS plows into heavy waves or leaps 

out of them. This problem Chris- 
topher Hook, an English organ builder, thinks he has solved by at- 
taching to the fins jockey skids or “feelers” which precede his boat 
through the water and automatically adjust the fins’ pitch so they go 
up and down the waves. Hook feels that his boat has a great future as 
a high-speed, low-cost craft. The boat does only 30 mph at present, but 
it could easily go faster with a slightly bigger motor. A single-seater 
is available in France at $1,000 or a two-seater, with two motors, at 
$1,300. Or the genial Hook willsell a complete set of plans for amere £5.
